COMMENT OF THE DAY 


A Pressing Problem 


F the many pressing problems 
confronting the British Govern- 
ment none has higher claims to urgent 


attention than the inevitable demands |: 


which are going’ to be made for higher 
wage levels. ‘This is something which 
directly impinges on the economic 
structure of the nation and can have 
widespread repercussions on production 
costs, living costa and inflation. More- 
over, as the London Times has observed, 
the relation of the wages of different 
groups of workers has a good deal of 
inflti¢nce on labour movements, 
thedé and other factors that have made 
it necessary for Governments and 
economists to devise methods of 
controlling or influencing wage changes 
as a part of their gerieral economic 
policy. While any. adequate wage and 
price policy must’ be based on gerieral 
measures, it is argued, the ends desired 
may be more difficult to achieve uniess 
there is co-operation on the part of 
those responsible for wage fixing— 
employers, trade ‘unions and ‘arbitration 
courts. The .immediate question that 
arises is whether Government action 
can be taken to'secure that co-operation. 
It has been attempted by most coun- 
tries, including, Britain, since the war. 
In some democrati¢ States. the Govern- 
ment hag fixed-wage levels. In others 
there haye been'formal or informal dis-- 
cussions between Government and the 
two sides of industry. In others again 
the- task of fixing minimum, wages has 


It is | 


known so that arbitration bodies, unions 
and employers may give them due 
weight. Many regard it as the Govern- 
ment’s duty to give more definite and 
constructive guidance to those engaged 
in wage negotiations, more particularly 
in relation to collective bargaining. It 
is felt that more discipline and order 
should He introduced into the process of 
collective bargaining and that it should 
be possible, through statistics, to show 
Just how far wages can rise in any one 
year without undermining the country’s 
economy. It is on record that the last 
British Government devoted a good deal 
of attention to the proposition, but 
nothing came of it mainly owing to the 
firm rejection by the Trades Union 
Council of any tentative suggestion 
advanced to them. The TUC General 
Council went over the ground more than 
once without reaching any constructive 
agreement. In fact the Council's 
attitude suggested that it was not 
Prepared to accept any responsibility 
for making recommendations on the 
subject, This, however, does not lessen 
Government's responsibility to carry its 
interpretation of the public interest in 
the rate—and the relation—of wage 
changes beyond the usual, and useful, 
general appeal for restraint, At all

@ IF :A MILD. ACID is used 
to remove a stain, counterdct 
immediately with, a weak 
kali, such as washing or. baking 
soda or ammonia water, to stop 
the acid/g action. Then, if the 
fabric is* washable, wash and 
iron as ttsual after the alkali. 
Though strong ones may be in- 
jurious, weak alkalis are sate 
if the fabric is rinsed thorough- 
ly in water following its appli- 
eation. Strong acids aNd alkalis 
also destroy silk and wool, but 
weak ones are safe to use, ex- 
cept for nitric. which weakens 
material and yellows it. 

@ IN WORKING WITH 
WOOL, toke care even in 
using such mild alkalis as am- 
monia water, borax or washing 
soda . Bheaches containing 
chlorine, which most bleaches 
do, also injure silk and wool. 
Sodium perborate is a good 
Dieach to use on wool. Use 
lukewarm water for rinsing — 
hot water turns both silk and 
wool yellow, shrinks wool and 
injures the silk flnish.

Lai Man, 26, one of the three accused on trial for | 
the murder of a farmer, Li Fook-hing, 43, at Upper | 
Kwai Yeung Village, Tsun Wan. 


The Judge upheld the 


D’Alton, who defended Lai, that the Prosecution had not 
established a prima facie case against the accused. 


Also on trial are Lo Fat, alias | 


Lo Kwong, defended by Mr S, V. 
Gittins, and Lo Man-tai, who is 
defended by Mr D.A.L. Wright. 

Leading for the Crown is Mr 
W.A. Blair-Kerr, Crown Coun- 
se], assisted by Mr M. Morley- 
John, Crown Counsel. 

The Prosecution’s case is that 
the three accused with others 
beat the deceased to death 
On or about September 1 
and buried his body at the farm. 
They were alleged to have 
used rakes, 

At the resumption of the 
hearing this morning, Police 
Interpreter Lam  Shiu-sheung 
read a statement made by Lo 
Fat which his Lordship held 
was admissible. Lo had stated 
that they had nv intention of 


killing the deceased. He caught | 


them stealing seedlings, they 
had a quarrel because he (de- 
ceased) threatened to report to 
the Police and they all fought 
him. 

This closed the case for the 
Crown after which Mr D’Alton 
made submissions on behalf ot 
Lai Ming. 


COUNSEL’S SUBMISSION 

Counsel sald that it was the 
case for the Prosecution that 
the man was kiNed by the 
three accused no evidence hav- 
ing been offered as to who 
struck the fatal blow. It was 
freely conceded that where a 
number of persons were present 
when a crime was committed 
and. they took active or passive 
Part in it they, were all 
Principals and all equally Tes- 
ponsible. However, he submit- 
ted that it was necessary for 
tke Prosecution to chow that 
all the accused were concerned 
in a common design and he 
submitted that the mere 
presence of a person at thts 
scene without proof of actual 
or constructive participation 
was not evidence of his guilt. 

The evidence in the case, said 
Counsel, established that the 
deceased was killed at a farm on 
which the accused, Lai Ming, 
lived and worked together with 
a number of other men. ‘The 
second point in the evidence 
related to the finding of the 
‘body on the premises and of the 
finding of . certain tools and 
vegetables which in this case 
admitted by Lai Ming to have 
been the product of the larcency 
the previous night. The evidence 
also related. to bloodstains but 
there were none found on the 
clothes of Lai Ming and there 
was also evidence of the borrow- 
ing of money by one or two of 
the accused but no evidence 
which connected Lai Ming with 
the matter.
